School 
Tax Rate 
Extended 


Sausalito School District vot­ 
ers, by more than a 2-1 margin, 
yesterday approved a two-year 
extension of the district’s $2.20 
general purpose tax rate. 
The vote was 835 in favor. 341 
opposed, with about 25 per cent 
of the district’s 4.684 registered 
voters going to the polls. The 
tax rate extension won handily 
in all six of the district’s pre­ 
cincts. 
Had the measure failed, the 
d istric t’s general tax rate 
would have dropped to 90 cents 
on July 1, cutting the district’s 
anticipated revenue for 1971-72 
from $1.1 million to approxi­ 
mately $672,000. 
Supt. Lawrence A. Lindberg 
called the vote “an expression 
of confidence in the school dis­ 
trict and in what the school 
board, teachers and staff are 
doing.” 
He added, “I think it shows 
the voters are willing to give 
the district two years to be­ 
come accountable for providing 
a good educational program 
that will meet the needs of the 
children. ’’ 
The precinct-by-precinct vote 
in Sausalito was: Jess E. I)ab- 
ner residence, 120 yes, 53 no; 
school district office, 61 yes, 2-3 
no; Christ Episcopal Church, 
173 yes, 82 no: Star of the Sea 
Catholic Church, 119 yes, 31 no; 
Central School, 155 yes, 104 no. 
Of those casting absentee bal­ 
lots, 15 voted yes and five voted 
no. 
In Marin City’s only precinct, 
St. A ndrew ’s P re sb y te ria n 
Church, the vote was 182 yes 
and 43 no.

Robbery Staged 
At Redwood Bank 


BULLETIN 
Redwood National Bank in San Rafael was 
robbed about noon today of an undetermined 
amount of money by an arm ed m an who passed a 
note to a teller. 
Within minutes of the robbery, a car matching 
the description of the getaway car was sighted on 
Highway 101 and after a chase by California 
Highway Patrol officers across the Golden Gate 
Bridge, a suspect was taken into custody in San 
Francisco. 
His identity was unknown. 
Few details were available immediately after 
the robbery, as the teller was still being inter­ 
viewed by San Rafael Police and Federal Bureau 
of Investigation agents. The bank was closed 
temporarily for interrogation. 
Richard Puntillos, a senior 
vice president of the bank, said 
bank officials did not know how 
much money was taken. 
Puntillos said the bank was 
fully insured for any loss. 
Descriptions of the man given 
to police immediately following 
the crime varied. He was de­ 
scribed as a black male, either 
in his late 20s or about 40 years 
old, medium build, mustache 
and dark, short hair. 
He escaped in a late model 
Oidsmobile station wagon. One 
early report said the robber 
was struck by a car as he fled 
from the bank, but was able to 
escape nevertheless. 
By 12:15 p.m., an Oidsmobile 
station wagon matching the de­ 
scription was observed by the 
highway patrol on Highway 101 
near Waldo Grade. Following a 
chase across the bridge, the car 
took the 19th Avenue turnoff of 
the bridge approach in San 
Francisco, and was finally 
stopped about 12:30 p.m. at 14th 
Avenue and Lake Street.

No One 
Aboard 
At Time 


LAS VEGAS (UPI) — 
An 
explosion 
ripped 
through a “ thoroughly 
searched” Trans World 
Airlines jetliner parked 
at a Las Vegas airport 
early today less than 24 
hours after a live bomb 
had been discovered in 
a TWA jet at Kennedy 
Airport in New York. 
There were no injuries in the 
blast that almost totally de­ 
stroyed the cockpit of the plane 
at McCarran Airport. Charles 
Wyre, TWA general manager, 
said 
the 
plane 
had 
been 
searched before it left Kennedy 
A irport last night and was 
again searched after passen­ 
gers debarked here shortly af­ 
ter midnight. 


‘‘The plane was thoroughly 
searched,” Wyre said. 
The line carried out searches 
on all its 250 aircraft following 
a claim by an extortionist de­ 
manding $2 million, that four 
explosive devices had been 
placed on TWA aircraft. 
A live bomb had been sniffed 
out by a trained dog in the 
cockpit of a TWA jet at Kenne­ 
dy Airport yesterday and was 
defused at 12:48 p.m. EST, only 
12 minutes before it was set to 
go off. 
The explosion came at 3:45 
a.m. PST, 15 minutes before the 
last deadline in the extortion­ 
ist's threat to blow up a TWA 
plane every six hours for 24 
hours. 
The plane was positioned in a 
parking ramp area only yards 
from the terminal awaiting re­ 
fueling for a flight to London, 
via Kansas City, Chicago and 
New York. Crews were only 10 
•minutes away from refueling. 
Federal officials said the 
bomb apparently had been 
placed in a rest-room in the 
front of the craft. 
There were no injuries in 
today’s blast but the $7 million 
aircraft was extensively dam­ 
aged. Wyre said the aircraft 
was “a great big mess” and 
that the cost for repairs would 
be “in the millions.” 
The jetliner stood on a park­ 
ing ramp only yards from the 
terminal. The blast almost to-

State Hid 
Bike Trail 


Funds— Mills

SACRAMENTO — The stale 
Division of Highways was ac­ 
cused yesterday of hiding the 
fact that federal highway funds 
can be used to build trails for 
hiking, bicycling and equestrian 
use. 
Up to 90 per cent of the cost 
of such trails can be paid from 
readily available federal funds, 
according to Senate President 
pro tern James R. Mills, D-San 
Diego. 
Existence of the previously 
unre|x>rted funds was disclosed 
by Mills in an angry charge 
that state officials had “mis­ 
led” him last year on the avail­ 
ability of highway funds to 
build bicycle paths. 
Mills, an ardent bicyclist, 
said that the state Department 
of Public Works “clearly im­ 
plied there w'as no state or 
federal highway money avail­ 
able for bicycle paths and that 
it could only proceed if other 
funds were produced.” The de­ 
partment has made similar ar­ 
guments against bicycle paths 
adjacent to Marin highways. 
Mills, in a press statement, 
said he now had learned that 
“not only is there considerable 
federal and state highway mon­ 
ey available for bicycle paths, 
but the federal government has 
officially urged the department 
to use this money to build 
them.” 
The senator contrasted the 
availability of the funds with 
the fact that the department

Asked the progress of the 18 
prosecutions, an FDA spokes­ 
man said all 18 cases were 
dropped because the Agricul­ 
ture Department — which han­ 
dles meat inspection and test­ 
ing —failed to keep the tainted 
livers for evidence in court. 
“The agriculture people wer­ 
en't aware of what was in­ 
volved,*’ said Deputy FDA 
Commissioner James D. Grant. 
However, Grant and other FDA 
spokesmen said it was too early 
to judge the programs a failure 
and ban DES.

WASHINGTON (UPIh-Blam- 
ing a snafu in which livers 
needed for court evidence w'ere 
lost, the Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration (FDA) quietly has 
abandoned efforts to prosecute 
18 farmers for shipping cattle 
or sheep containing residues of 
a cancer-causing feed additive, 
it was learned today. 
In addition, a second FDA 
program to keep the additive 
out of meat carcasses so far 
has resulted in a higher, rather 
than lower, rate of residues. 
Despite the apparent failure 
of both programs so far, FDA 
officials said today they were 
still not ready to ban the addi­ 
tive, as have 21 other nations. 
The additive, an artificial 
hormone called diethylstilbes- 
terol (DES), is mixed into the 
feed of about 80 per cent of U.S. 
cattle and a lesser percentage 
of sheep. 
Its purpose is growth promo­ 
tion.

Trip Needed: Nixon 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon told the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars Tuesday night his 
journey to China was necessary’ 
to improve chances for peace in 
the Pacific and the world. 
Nixon said the prospects for 
peace between China and the 
United States were “infinitely 
better'* because of his trip. 
“ If they do not communicate, 
the chances of our having peace 
in the world and peace in the 
Pacific are very dim.” Nixon 
told the veterans organization’s 
mid-winter conference. “That is 
why the trip was necessary.” 
The administration’s empha­ 
sis on negotiation does not 
mean the United States will 
withdraw from the rest of the 
world, Nixon said. He said the 
United States should use its 
strength at the conference table 
“so the world may be one in 
which people of different philos­ 
ophies can live together and not 
die together.” 


Pioneer 10 Success 


PASADENA (UPI) - Pioneer 
10, the U.S. spacecraft winging 
on history’s most distant space 
probe, is a winner so far but 
scientists will have a long wait 
before they can make a final 
appraisal of its mission. 
1716 comparatively small 570- 
pound vehicle which carries 11 
scientific instruments to its ren­ 
dezvous with the mysterious 
planet Jupiter “has been fan­ 
tastically successful so far,” 
according to Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory spokesmen.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon hopes to announce 
a first agreement with the Sovi­ 
et Union on limiting strategic 
rockets when he visits Moscow 
at the end of May, administra­ 
tion officials said Tuesday. 
The officials said the Strateg­ 
ic Arms limitation Talks with 
the Russians could produce an 
agreement limiting anfiballistic 
missile systems and setting an 
interim lim itation on long 
range, offensive rockets if they 
continue satisfactorily. 
The talks, now in recess, are 
expected to resume in Helsinki 
March 28 and conclude in April 
or early May with a first agree­ 
ment to be signed in Moscow. 


Bomber Raids

B52 bombers ended a three-day 
layoff today, making seven 
raidu against suspected Com­ 
munist base camps south of the 
Demilitarized Zone. 
The eight-engine bom bers 
which operate out of Thailand 
and Guam flew four attacks 
near the abandoned U.S. base 
at Khe Sanh and made three 
raids in the vicinity of the A 
Shau Valley. 
The raids marked a renewal 
of the American air offensive, 
which has been steadily in­ 
creasing despite the pullout of 
American ground troops.

To Continue

pool lanes on the San Francis- 
eo-Oakland Bay Bridge.

The 
council had to take action last 
night either to award the con­ 
tract or throw out the renova­ 
tion bids opened Feb. 9.

Enter Orr's Firing Case 
City Zoning 
Plan To Be 
Held Over 


Fairfax City councilmer 
unanimously decided last night 
to Jet the post-election council 
continue the long-drawn debate 
over the city zoning ordinance. 
(Another Fairfax City Council 
story, page 1.) 
Mayor Cornell’s Van Vliet and 
councilm en 
Fra n cis 
J . 
O’Connell pointed out they 
would retire from the council as 
of the April 11 election. They 
suggested “ no more meetings 
on this until after the election.” 
Last night’s continued hearing 
was the third session this year 
on the controversial zoning pro­ 
posal. City and county officials 
have been working on the ordi­ 
nance for more than five years. 
Councilman Lee Nelder al­ 
ready had moved to postpone 
the hearing until all out-of-town 
persons owning property in 
Fairfax receive at least two 
weeks notice. He amended his 
motion to incorporate the 
suggestion by Van Vliet and 
O’Connell. 
Audience members from San 
Francisco and Alameda County 
complained last night they had 
received no notice until after 
thf‘ Jan. 6 hearing on the ordi­ 
nance was held. Some received 
no notice of the Feb. 22 contin­ 
ued hearing, they said. 
Nearly an hour of debate on 
the ordinance ensued between 
the motion and the final unani­ 
mous vote. Most of the discus­ 
sion centered on the city’s 
smaJMot duplex areas; views 
expressed were mostlq similar 
to owners’ fears of hardships 
voiced in earlier hearings.

Tapes 


Bv c. p. M cCarthy 
The three Fairfax city coun­ 
cil men who voted last October 
to fire Police Chief James R. 
orr had, six months earlier, 
denied having a problem with 
the city poliee department. 


The denial by councilmen 
Robert R. Souza and Lee Neld­ 
er and Mayor Cornelis van 
Vliet came during an employ­ 
ment interview in February 
1971 with Robert PL Crowe, 
later hired as city administra­ 
tor. 


Tapes of the interview were 
made public in connection with 
a hearing by the Fairfax Board 
of Review of Orr’s appeal of his 
dismissal. 
The board of review was to 
listen to the tapes today prior to 
the resumption of its hearing at 
7:30 p.m. tomorrow’. 
O rr’s attorney, Leonard 
Shaw, requested that the board 
listen to the interview tapes, a 
move at first opposed by City 
Atty. Wallace S. Myers who 
termed Shaw’s request “ a fish­ 
ing expedition.” 
But Shaw said he believed 
“ the tapes will show Orr was 
fired not for cause but because 
it was the will” of three council 
members. 
Crowe and tw’o other candi­ 
dates for the city administra­ 
tor’s post were interviewed in 
February 1971 by van Vliet, 
Souza and Nelder. Because of 
scheduling difficulties, the 
three candidates were also in­ 
terviewed separately in late 
January 1971 by councilmen 
Frank J. Egger and Francis J. 
O’Connell, who later formed the 
minority against Orr’s dismiss­ 
al. 
When Shaw’ first requested 
the board of review listen to the 
tapes, he suggested they would 
indicate that Crowe may have 
been hired with a secret under- 


standing that he would get rid 
of Orr. 
They do not. The tapes of the 
two interviews with Crowe — 
together about three hours long 
— do reveal several short seg­ 
ments of discussion concerning 
personnel and departmental 
problems and how Crowe would 
handle them if he were hired. 
They include this exchange: 
Nelder: “ Do you think you 
can improve our police and fire 
service?” 
Souza: “ That’s assuming u’e 
have a problem.” 
Crowe: “ I assume the ques­ 
tion is asked because of a 
problem.” 
Nelder: “ Not really. There’s

ment.” 
Crowe: “ I ’ve been to a couple 
of your council meetings and 
have heard some of the conver­ 
sations and I get the impression 
there is some bit of a problem. 
I don’t know how much or how 
little. 
“ Yes, I think I could improve 
your police department and 
your fire department and the 
rest of the departments.” 


Crowe went on to say im­ 
provements would not happen 
overnight, adding, “ It’s in 
working with the people con­ 
stantly, and attitude, and enjoy­ 
ing what you are doing and 
wanting to help and having 
pride in what you are doing.” 
But, in answer to another 
question by Nelder, Crowe did 
say that if an employee “ were 
performing his duties in such a 
manner that he would be con- 


sidered incompetent or that he 
brings up his personal activities 
such as overindulgence in alco­ 
hol or whatever, if he was unfit 
for the job I would have no 
hesitation in getting rid of 
him.” 
Later in the interview, Neld­ 
er, a San Francisco police ser­ 
geant, asked, “ What is your 
relationship with the police de­ 
partment? What are your feel­ 
ings toward the police depart- 


ment in regard to where people 
are making complaints?” 


Nelder then clarified the 
question, saying he wanted to 
know how Crowe would handle 
a situation where a citizen 
might tell Crowe that he had 
made a complaint to the police 
chief about an officer and the 
“ chief didn’t satisfy him.” 


Crowe said he would first 
determine if the complaint 
were legitimate. If it were, it 
should be the chief’s responsi­ 
bility, he said. 


“ It’s his duty. It’s his depart­ 
ment to run. If he doesn’t run it 


properly he’s got to be repri­ 
manded,” Crowe said. 
Crowe was hired in March 
1971 and fired Orr six months 
later, after a series of closed 
sessions with the city council. 
The council later upheld the 
firing by a 3-2 vote, and On- 
appealed to the board of re­ 
view.

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State Billed For 
All Angela Costs 


The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors yesterday rejected 
the advice of its staff and decid­ 
ed to bill the state for all costs 
related to Angela Davis’s stay 
in Marin. 
In authorizing the county to 
submit a bill for more ihan 
$567,000, the board rejected 
staff advice that it try for a 
lower figure which may be eas­ 
ier to collect. 
County Counsel Douglas J. 
Maloney told the board he 
doubted the state would accept 
the total amount since it in­ 
cludes $381,000 for Civic Center 
security which the state has 
said it won't pay. 
The remaining $186,000 would 
be more realistic from a legal 
standpoint, he said, since it 
involves "hard costs ’ such as 
actual court costs and legal 
fees. 
Maloney said the primary 
benefit of special state legisla­ 


tion to reimburse the county is 
not the money but the shift in 
reimbursement liability when 
Miss Davis's trial was moved to 
Santa Clara County. Rather 
than Marin being liable for 
future costs, he said, the liabili­ 
ty now rests with the state. 


Supervisors, however, were 
unswayed and agreed that the 
state had a moral obligation to 
repay Marin for the total costs 
stemming from the 1970 Civic 
Center shootout in which four 
persons were killed. 
Miss Davis is being tried in 
connection with the bloodbath 
which erupted when three San 
Quentin inmates and an ac­ 
complice attempted to escape 
while at the Hall of Justice. 


Miss Davis is charged with 
having supplied the guns used 
in the escape attempt and is 
being tried on suspicion of mur­ 
der. kidnap and conspiracy. 


Marin Rock Concert 
Backer To Be Sued 


Marin supervisors agreed 
yesterday to sue the promoter 
of last November's controver­ 
sial rock concert which resulted 
in thousands of dollars in dam­ 
age to the Marin Veterans 
Memorial Building. 
Also to be named in the 
$11,000 suit are the promoter's 
insurance company and broker 
for refusing to pay county 
claims for damage to seats and 
carpeting caused when more 
than 
2,200 
young 
persons 
jammed the building Nov. 24. 
County Counsel Douglas J. 
Maloney told supervisors that 
negotiations with both the pro­ 
moter. Sausalito pharmacist 
Fredrick S. Mayer of Terra 
Linda, and his insurance com­ 
pany, Reserve Insurance Co. of 
San Francisco, have been fruit­ 
less. 
He recommended the county 
seek legal action and continue 


to hold about $6,000 in gate 
recipts which were to have 
benefited the Center Point drug 
abuse program. 
With one exception, the audi­ 
torium has since remained off 
limits to rock concerts pending 
a set of guidelines governing 
use of the building. 


At the time of the concert, 
county officials conservatively 
estimated that burns and stains 
on seats and carpeting plus 
abnormal wear and tear would 
total about $5,000. 


Maloney said yesterday the 
figure has increased since it 
may now be a matter of replac­ 
ing carpeting rather tha clean­ 
ing it. 


He said he will file the suit 
next week and predicted it will 
take at least a year before the 
case is considered by Marin 
Superior Court.

Cafeteria Likely To

The Mann Civic Center Cafe­ 
teria’s appeal bid for a wine 
and beer license was put off 
indefinitely yesterday after new 
reasons were introduced for the 
state's original denial.

Control originally denied the 
license because the cafeteriaa 
operator, in its contract with 
the county, did not have "full 
control of the cafeteria in the 
Hall of Justice.

New Bacon Testing 
Policy Announced 


WASHINGTON (UPP -Prod­ 
ded by President Nixon’s con­ 
sumer aide, government meat 
inspection officials have come 
up with a plan under which 
consumers can tell at a glance 
whether packaged bacon was 
generously lean or too fat. 
The Agriculture Department 
said it soon wiil publish, with 
an invitation for public com­ 
ment. a proposed new regula­ 
tion for packages of bacon sold 
in standard "shingle-pack” con­ 
tainers. Under the proposed 
rule, a “ substantial portion” of 
one slice in each carton would 
have to be visible to consumer«.

Retired Secretary Wins 
$100,000 From Estate 


A 67-year-old retired secre­ 
tary who was left $100,000 by 
her employer, a Belvedere man 
who died in 1969, has won a 
court fight to get the money. 
According to attorneys for 
Lillian H. Kilkenny of San 


Francisco. Judge Joseph G. 
Wilson of Marin Superior Court 
on Monday turned down a chal­ 
lenge to the bequest by a guard­ 
ian for four grandchildren of 
Miss Kilkenny’s benefactor. 
Miss Kilkenny, who worked 


for James Rowdand Lowe, for 
22 years, was left the money in 
a will written before he died in 
December 1969. 
During testimony last week in 
court, an accountant said that 
Lowe's estate was estimated at 
$9 million in 1967, "give or take 
a million." 
Lowe had inherited a lumber­ 
ing fortune from his parents 
and had increased it in ranch­ 
ing and lumbering interests. 


His three children and wife, 
who had also received trusts 
during Lowe's life, did not con­ 
test the terms of the will. 
However, an attorney. Donald 
J Lawrence, acting as guardi­ 
an for the grandchildren, who 
are to receive the residue of the 
estate, said that an annuity 
purchased for Miss Kilkenny by 
Lowe should have precluded the 
bequest. 
Lowe had bought a $100.000 


annuity for his secretary afh*r 
he made out the will, but the 
judge ruled that Lowe, who 
once described himself as a 
"rancher and capitalist" mere­ 
ly intended to supplement her 
income with the annuity.

Decision Nears On Developing 
Marist Seminary Property 


The San Rafael Planning 
Commission, although failing 
for « second time to act on 
proposals to develop the Marist 
seminary property, moved clos­ 
er to a decision last night. 
'Hie commission, concluding 
its second lengthy hearing on 
the §ubjeet, said it would vote 
at its next meeting Tuesday on 
use permits that would turn the 
nine-acre site on Grand Avenue 
into a development consisting 
of a tennis club, church, ballet 
school and meeting center for 
fraternal groups. 
Actually, the commission 
seemed in favor of approving 
the permits, although making it 
clear it wanted tight conditions 
attached to the use of the land. 
Last night's session for the 
most part covered the same 
ground as that touched on at a 
Feb. 8 commission session, with 
a standing-room-only crowd 
again reciting both support of 
and objections to the plans. 
The Marist Fathers, occu­ 
pants of the site since 1955, 
wish, to sell the land because of 
rising taxes and declining semi­ 
nary enrollment. But the sale 
hinges on approval of use per- 
mits’sought by the Marin Civic 
Ballet Association, the proposed 
operators of the private tennis 
club, the Assembly of God 
Church and representatives of 
fraternal organizations. 
Area homeowners renewed 
protests last night over neigh­ 
borhood deterioration, traffic 


congestion, loss of recreational 
space and noise. 
While none of the commis­ 
sioners objected to any of the 
proposed uses, several spelled 
out proposed conditions for the 
new activities. Among them 
were that no liquor licenses 
should lx‘ granted any of the 
applicants, no outside uses of 
the various parcels would be 
permitted and that the tennis 
club would be restricted to day 
use. 
The commission also will con­ 
sider Tuesday a circulation 
plan for traffic on the property, 
as well as exists and entrances 
on surrounding streets. 
In addition, rezoning of the 
property must be approved. De­ 
spite the wishes of some resi­ 
dents supporting single-family 
zoning with use permit provi­ 
sions, the commission seemed 
in favor of planned community 
zoning in order to afford great­ 
er future control.

City Council Has 
Tough Job To Fill 


Sometime between now and 
fhe end of April, the San Rafael 
City Council must take one of 
its most important actions: it 
must name a member to the 
San Rafael Board of Education. 
All of the appointments made 
by the city council to boards 
and commissions are impor­ 
tant, of course. But appoint­ 
ments to the board of education 
are especially important; for 
the board plays (or can play) a 
role vital to the development of 
our citizens of tomorrow — a 
very close tomorrow, too, now 
that 18-year-olds just out of 
high school have the vote. 


Following its recently estab­ 
lished practice, the council 
plans to interview all appli­ 
cants for the board position, 
which 
w ill 
becom e vacant 
through resignation of Paul R. 
Jones. The term expires next 
year. 


THE 
COUNCIL M EN , 
in 
chtosing an appointee, proba­ 
bly'will want to make sure that 
the. man or woman they select 
plans to seek election in April, 
1973. It takes time for a new 
school board member to be­ 
come. acquainted with the intri­ 
cacies of school law and school 
administration, so appointing 
someone who planned to serve 
only one year would be a 
waste. 
The council should also, we 
believe, be careful to choose 
someone who realizes the re­ 
sponsibility of the job and is 
willing to devote the time and 
study necessary to carry out 
that responsibility; 
and who 
also has the background, men­ 
tal ability and moral stamina 
to “hold his own” against the 
“experts” who will try to over­ 


awe him with their presumed 
superior knowledge. 
Delegation of decision mak­ 
ing to the ‘‘experts” has been 
decried by many students of 
political science. As Harold J.* 
Laski wrote in “The Limita­ 
tions of the Expert,” expertise 
“too often fails to see round its 
subject . . . Too often, also, it 
lacks humility . . . It has also a 
certain caste-spirit about it, so 
that experts tend to neglect all 
evidence which does not come 
from those who belong to their 
own ranks.” 
This 
is perhaps nowhere 
more true than in the education 
field. 
THE CITY COUNCIL might 
do well to seek an appointee 
who subscribes to the dictum 
set down hv James D. Koerner 
in “Who Controls American Ed­ 
ucation” : 
“Whether it is a question of 
educational aims or philosophy, 
of what subjects should be stu­ 
died and for how long, of 
whether and how schools or 
teaching should be evaluated, 
of whether and how students 
should be divided by ability, of 
testing intelligence and what 
intelligence means, of ‘compen­ 
satory’ education, or of any 
other substantive matters that 
can be named, the expert’s 
knowledge is not good enough 
for the rest of us to leave the 
policy decisions to him, not 
nearly good enough.” 
Both the California Education 
Code and the San Rafael City 
Charter charge the school 
board 
with 
governing 
the 
schools. That is a big job, to he 
taken seriously and performed 
intelligently. 
That is why the appointment 
is sueli an important one.

"Cruel and Unusual" Never 


Applied To Death Penalty

The State Supreme Court ruling that 
the death penalty violates the California 
Constitution is an outrage and discredits 
fhe judicial system . The court has placed 
itself above the people as m akers of the 
law. As the lone dissenter, Justice Mar­ 
shall McComb, stated, “ It is the duty of 
the Legislature or the electorate and not 
the judiciary to decide such an issue.” 
The finding was not an interpretation 
of the eonstituion. It was a legislative act 
of repeal. Its thin attem pt to disguise the 
decision as one based upon the constitu­ 
tion doesn’t jell. They reached back into 
tim e and presum ed to read the minds of 
those long gone. They said the delegates 
Jo the 1849 state constitutional convention 
“ purposely" used the word “o r” and did 
not intend to follow the federal language 
which reads “ cruel and unusual punish­ 
m ent.” 


The language is contained in Section 6 
of Article I. That this was not intended to 
bar the death penalty is crystal clear. 
For Section 13 of the sam e article reads 
in part: “No person shall b e .. . .deprived 
of life, liberty or property without due 
p ro cess.. . . ” 


THAT IS THE EXACT wording of the 
Fifth Amendment of the U.S. Constitu­ 
tion. It is repeated in the 14th Amend­ 
ment. It is obvious the Eighth Amend­ 
ment ban against “ cruel and unusual 
punishment 
was not written to outlaw 
the death penalty. 
in 16*2 Giles Corey was pressed to 
death for refusing to plead guilty to 
charges ot witchcraft. This occurred in

the M assachusetts colony village of Sal­ 
em. Nineteen others were put to death 
before this hysterical witch hunt was 
brought to a halt. 


In recorded history people have been 
subjected to all of the pains and tortures 
that could be devised by sadistic men. 
E ars, tongues, hands and other body 
m em bers have been severed. 'Hie cruci­ 
fixion was used in Asia while in other 
parts of the world people were burned at 
the stake, disemboweled, had their heads 
twisted off, or had boiling lead poured 
over a shaven head until one’s eyes 
popped out. 


In England in 1G45 Mother Lakeland 
was burned at the stake as a witch. John 
Ashton, convicted of treason in 1691, was 
sentenced to be drawn and quartered. 
But the English Bill of Rights in 1689 had 
outlawed “ cruel and unusual punish­ 
ment 
and so Ashton escaped that fate. 


%> 
IT IS FOR THESE reasons that the 
U.S. and California constituions contain 
the “ cruel and unusual punishm ent” 
provision. 
A constitution is the fundamental law 
of a state or nation. It is the absolute rule 
of action controlling all government. It 
can he changed only by the authority 
which established it. But changed it can 
be. 
There was never any thought that a 
constitution would not he altered from 
tim e to time. Both the federal and state 
constitutions spell out procedures for 
this. The California constitution has had 
many changes and the federal constitu­ 
tion has been amended 26 times. The first 
10 amendments were proposed in 1789, ' 
just two years after the convention adopt­ 
ed the original document. Those drafting 
the constitution in 1787 had no illusions 
about having produced a “perfect instru­ 
m ent.” Benjamin Franklin, one of the 
nation’s all-time wise men. said. “I agree 
to 
this 
co nstitution 
w ith 
all 
its 
faults. . . . ” 


WHEN THE HIGH courts read into the 
constitution interpretations not in harm o­ 
ny with the will of the citizens, it is time 
to amend the constitution. 
There appears to be little doubt that 
the m ajority of Californians favor the 
death penalty for wanton murder. This 
must be the case for those who have 
sought to abolish it by legislation have 
vigorously opposed submitting the issue 
to the voters. 
Governor Reagan, in calling lor a 
constitutional amendment to overcome 
the court’s ruling, declared: “ If it goes 
unchallenged.. . this ruling could be a 
lethal blow to society’s right to protect 
law abiding citizens and their families 
against violence and crim e.”

Intra-County Bus 
Schedule Unrealistic 


I am a com m uter within Marin County, 
I have been riding buses from Fairfax to 
Corte Madera and San Rafael for over 15 
years. This new schedule put into effect 
on Feb. 27 is one of the worst schedules 
ever set up. Buses scheduled to leave 
Fairfax are allgwed five minutes to get 
to San Anselmo. This is hardly possible 
or a private car going down Sir Francis 
Drake Boulevard, much less a huge bus 
that has to make three or four stops 
along the way. Consequently on arrival in 
San Anselmo (a transfer point), all other 
buses have left due to the fact the bus 
from Fairfax is from five to 10 minutes 
late. Therefore, there is a wait of at least 
20 to 30 minutes for the next bus. 
According to the schedule it is supposed 
to take 22 minutes to get from Fairfax to 
Corte Madera. Again this has been im ­ 
possible and we have been anywhere 
from 13 to 15 minutes late, just barely 
getting to work on time. 
According to the schedule for Route 28, 
it shows no bus leaving Fairfax between 
9:40 a.m. and 4:10 p.m. during the week 
and none at all on Saturdays. On check­ 
ing with the Golden Gate Transit office, 
they inform me there is a Route 23 bus 
that leaves Fairfax during these tim es 
but there is no printed schedule avail­ 
able. 
I realize this bus service was put into 
effect to relieve traffic on the bridge but 
there certainly are a lot of us here in 
M arin County who com m ute within the 
county. Are they trying to take this 
service away from us?

No Betrayal Of Chiang Kai-shek 
In Recognition O f Realities 


WASHINGTON — Let’s cut through the 
blurred argum ents that President Nixon 
gave up too much to get too little at the 
Peking summit. 
Two questions need to be answered: 
Is there a valid case to be made that 
the United States “ abandoned” and “be­ 
trayed” Taiwan? 
WHAT IS IMPORTANT is not to adju­ 
dicate the debate between the President 
and his conservative critics (Sen. Barry 
Goldwater is not one of them) but to try 
to set out candidly where things stand. 
The charge that Nixon has “ betrayed” 
Taiwan rests on the fact, as stated in the 
Peking communique, that the United 
States aims to “ withdraw all its military 
forces” from Taiwan. 
There are good answers that this is not 
a "betrayal.” 
Nearly all the U.S. forces on Taiwan 
are logistic, not combat. 
They were put there prim arily to serv­ 
ice the American fighting forces in Viet­ 
nam ; their withdrawal is in line with 
winding down the Vietnamese war. 
The United States will determ ine the 
timing of their withdrawal; there is no 
withdrawal date. 
IT IS STATED in the communique that 
these forces are to be withdrawn “as the 
tension in the area diminishes” or when 
a 
“ peaceful settlem ent” between the 
P eople's 
R epublic 
and 
T aiw an 
is 
reached. 
This is another way of saying that they 
will be withdrawn when they are no 
longer needed. 
Privately to the Chinese, publicly to the 
American people and in direct communi­ 
cation to Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, 
the President has affirmed that the 


United States is not stepping back from 
its treaty commitments to defend Taiwan 
if it is attacked. 
All this is solid evidence that the 
United States is not abandoning Taiwan. 
BUT THERE IS MORE to the m atter 
.than this. 
It is true that nothing that was said or 
done by Nixon in Peking affected the 
future of Taiwan. 
But the very decision to begin to 
normalize relations with the People's 
Republic of China does affect the future 
of Taiwan. And this decision was only 
one incident in a whole sequence which 
reflected the realities which had already 
developed. 
The Nationalist government on Taiwan 
and the Communist government on the 
mainland both agreed that there is only 
one China, that, the Formosan islands and 
the mainland are one country. 
It is evident that the Nationalist gov­ 
ernment is not going to return to the 
mainland and overthrow the Mao Tse- 
tung regime. 
The vote in the United Nations to seat 
Peking and unseat Taiwan simply con­ 
firmed the new realities which the United 
States staved off as long as possible. 
PUT BLUNTLY, what I am saying is 
that Chiang lost the Chinese civil w ar 
and there was nothing the United States 
could do about it. 
It is in the best interests of the United 
States and all Asia that President Nixon 
and Chou En-lai seek reconciliation. 
I share the view of a very perceptive 
editorial in the Wall Street Journal which 
concludes that both China and the United 
States “ got what they wanted and gave 
away very little, if anything.”

Mother Church Losing Fight 
Against Atheism Of Soviets 


ZAGORSK. U.S.S.R. — The uneven but 
brilliantly publicized struggle between 
Russian Jews and government prevents 
the state from legitimately claiming tln o- 
logieal success, even these 54 years atter 
the revolution. 
By Soviet sta n d a rd s, such success 
would be a nation in which old-fashioned 
religion was confined to museums, where 
the words of Vladimir Ilyich Lenin were 
the only gospel and the deeds of heroic 
cosmonauts the utmost living example. 
Not only the Jews, but other minorities — 
the evangelistic sects, in some areas the 
Catholics and Moslems —still persist 
against this ideal. But in the long cam ­ 
paign against their m ain competition, the 
m other church of Russia, Lenin’s apos­ 
tles have exceeded their norms. 
The evidence on the short trip from 
Moscow to this ancient seat of the 
Russian Orthodox Church is not new. It 
was plentiful a decade ago. Now there is 
m ore of it. 
HEADING NORTH out Prospekt Mira 
(Peace Avenue), you see the sky pierced 
by a television tower with restaurant 
halfway up, a structure the designers 
went to some trouble to make just higher 
than the Em pire State Building. Near it 
is the monument to Russia’s Space Age 
heroes, a high ascending rocket beside a 
mall where Gagarin. Tereshkova and the 
other firsts in Soviet space exploration 
are memorialized by busts much bigger 
than life. 
The heavy traffic zizzes through the 
coat of mud left by melting snow as the 
highway leads into the countryside be­ 
tween row beyond row of new apartm ent 
developments. 
Ten years ago. sleeping was tough 
along the inner city ring boulevard be­ 
cause of the trucks pounding over it all 
night en route through the capital.

Teacher Leaders Quick 


To W rite Off Contracting

Volunteer Group Has Answers 
To Questions About W elfare 


Nearly everyone has a ques­ 
tion or two to ask about the 
county's welfare program. 
How much does it cost? How 
many families does it help and 
for how long“7 What kind of 
people receive aid? Where do 
they come from0 Who qualifies 
for food stamps? 
In the past, the problem 
hasn’t been coming up with 
questions, but rather getting 
the answers, as just about any­ 
one who has tried can verify* 
The Department of Public So­ 
cial Services is a large depart­ 
ment (232 employes) broken 
down into the usual divisions, 
sections, units and areas. Un­ 
less you reached Director Betty 
Presley or one of her assistant 
directors, you could spend frus­ 
trating hours bouncing from 
section to unit seeking an an­ 
swer. 
HOYVEY KR, A MOVE is on to 
change all that. 
The public information sub­ 
committee of the Marin County 
Family and Children’s Services 
Advisory 
Committee 
has 
launched a pilot program to 
answer all questions which do 
not infringe on laws protecting 
recipients’ privacy. 
According to subcommittee 
chairman Robert R. Beebe, 
who volunteers his time as kind 
of a public relations man for 
the welfare department, the pi­ 
lot. project will operate for a 
couple of months before a deci­ 
sion is made whether to make it 
a permanent thing. 
"There is a lot of misinforma­ 
tion circulated on public assist­ 
ance programs and we hope to 
correct some of it.” he said. 
Beebe said his group knows 
where and how to find the 
answers without disrupting the 
normal operation of the depart­ 
ment. 
“ We intend to find and give 
accurate answers to any ques­ 
tion on welfare,” he said, add­ 
ing, however, that questions re­ 
lated to specific persons or 


families cannot be answered by 
law. 
IN ANSWER to some ques­ 
tions posed above, Beebe noted 
that the county has about 5,000 
persons in the Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children cate­ 
gory. Another 1,200 are on old 
age security, 750 on aid to 
totally disabled, and 42 on aid 
to the blind 
The number of general relief 
cases — supported entirely by 
the county taxpayer — is one 
Beebe is researching. 
The average length f time a 
recipient is on AFDC, for inst­ 
ance, is 25 months, he said. 
As to eligibility for food 
stamps, Beebe and his subcom­ 
mittee said eligibility is judged 
by standards set by the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, which runs 
the program. 
Thus, low income families, 
whether on welfare or not. are 
eligible if they come under 
those standards.

Performance contracting in 
schools has been “ proved a 
failure.” according to leaders 
of both the principal teacher 
unions. The result may be that 
the scheme will not get a trial 
in select California school dis­ 
tricts, as uthorized last year 
by the Legislature. 
The proof cited by David 
Selden. president of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Teachers, 
and Donald Morrison, president 
of the National Education Asso­ 
ciation, is a preliminary report 
by the Office of Economic Op­ 
portunity. which underwrite 
performance contracts for 
teaching reading and mathe­ 
matics in 18 poverty area 
school districts. 
SIX COMPANIES received 
the OEO contracts, under terms 
which required them to bring 
below-average pupils up to 
specified accomplishment lev­ 
els or forfeit part of their pay­ 
ment. 
In this preliminary report, 
OEO said the 13.000 pupils cov­ 
ered by the contracts and 10,000 
others in control groups in the 
same or similar districts “ did 
equally poorly in terms of 
achievement gains.” 
This was promptly cited by 
Selden and Morrison as proving 
the failure of performance con­ 
tracting. Others quickly joined 
in their conclusion. Arnold B. 
Sawislak of United Press Inter­ 
national wrote a column in 
which he said: 
“ By spending about $5 mil­ 
lion, the OEO may have saved 
taxpayers many times that 
amount and avoided a waste of 
vital time in the search for a 
better way in remedial school­ 
ing.” 
The eagerness to write off 
performance contracting be­ 
cause of a report that it did no 
better than the unspecified ef­ 
forts of the control group 
schools is interesting and highly 
indicative. 
IT SHOULD B E noted that 
the OEO preliminary report 
(the final report is yet to come) 
did not suggest that the per­ 
formance contractors did a 
worse job than the regular 
school people. It said that, on 
the average, they did no better. 
Schools throughout California 


ANDERSON 
and the United States have 
spent quite a few millions of 
dollars in recent years on rede­ 
signed buildings to provide 
“ open classrooms” and non­ 
graded instruction. 
There is no evidence that this 
has produced any improvement 
in the pupils’ accomplishment. 
But the educator organizations 
have not wTitten it off as there­ 
fore being proved a failure. 
They are still boosting for it. 
Additional money is being 
spent for off-campus programs 
and “ alternative schools” 
which are supposed to provide 
cross-discipline learning. There 
is no evidence that these result 
in greater student prog­ 
ress; what little evidence is so 
far available tends to indicate 
the contrary. But, far from 
being therefore written off as 
failures, they are hailed as the 
hope of the future. 
Beginning about 1930, the 
schools abandoned phonetic 
teaching of reading in favor of 
the word recognition or “ look- 
say” method. Dozens of subse­ 
quent studies showed it did not 
work. But the schools still cling 
to it after four decades, only 
grudgingly restoring some 
phonics as an alternate method. 
Untold millions of taxpayers’ 
money have been spent to re­ 
duce class sizes in the public 
schools. Again, surveys have 
shown no evidence that this 
improved pupil learning. But 
any attempt to increase classes 
by even three of four pupils is 
fought tooth-and-nail by the 
same teacher unions that are so 
quick to WTile off performance 
contracting as having “ proved 
a failure” — on the basis of a 
preliminary report from the 
OEO. 
THE OFFICE of Economic 
Opportunity has not been the 
only agency sponsoring per­ 
formance contracting. Its con­ 
tractors probably were handi­ 
capped by the resentment of 
school personnel against OEO’s 
intrusion into education. 
Many private schools and 
some public school districts 
have reported success with per­ 
formance contracts. But these 
are not mentioned by AFT’s 
Selden and NEA’s Morrison. 
Strange, isn’t it, that teacher

Duncan Jail 
Sentence Upheld 


SAN FRANCISCO (CPI) — 
The Ninth U.S. Court of Ap­ 
peals yesterday upheld the jail 
sentence of Karen Duncan, a 
former Novato resident, for ref­ 
using to answer federal grand 
jury questions about an alleged 
conspiracy of young radicals to 
possess explosives in Arizona. 


The young woman, who was 
sentenced for the life of the 
grand jury or until she an­ 
swers, contended she should not 
have been subpoenaed because 
her phone had been tapped by 
the FBI. 
“ We have several times held 
the witness before a grand jury 
has no standing to raise this 
question,” a three-judge panel 
said. 
The wiretap question is now 
pending before the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court, and the panel 
said ' unless that court decides 
otherwise, we consider our­ 
selves bound by our prior deci­ 
sions.”

NEARLY ONE-HALF of the 
apple crop in America each 
year is processed into conven­ 
ient products: apple cider, ap­ 
ple juice, canned and frozen 
pie. sliced apples, apple-pie fill­ 
ing. whole baked apples, apple 
butter, applesauce and several 
others. 
Today fresh apples are avail­ 
able for a much longer period 
than they were just a few years 
ago. 
Controlled-atm osphere 
storage plants in the U.S. and 
in Canada, effectivaly stretch 
the apple season from Septem­ 
ber into May and June of the 
following spring and summer. 
Out of the mammoth crop of 
apples grown in the U.S. there 
are from seven to a dozen 


and are used fresh and for 
year-round cookery. Here are 
some of the varieties that will 
help you choose for your favor­ 
ite apple recipes: 


McINTOSH (October to-June) 
— Good raw and for general 
cooking, crisp, juicy; red and 
green to red in color; medium 
size; moderately tart: the most 
aromatic of all U.S. apple vari­ 
eties; tender and quick cooking. 


CORTLAND (O c to b e r to 
June» — Good raw and for all 
cooking, especially sauce; a fa­ 
vorite for salads (it does not 
discolor quickly when cut); me­ 
dium to dark red; small to 
medium; slightly tart; tender; 
fragrant.. 


RED DELICIOUS (October to 
July) — The most popular eat­ 
ing out-of-hand variety; best 
fresh, in salads, fruit cocktails, 
and with cheese; not generally 
used for cooking; light red with 
darker stripes to solid red: has 
five ridges on blossom end; 
medium to large in size; sweet 
and fragrant. 


GOLDEN DELICIOUS (Octo­ 
ber to June) — Very good raw, 
particularly in salads as cut 
surfaces do not darken rapidly; 
golden 
yellow; 
m edium to 
large; sweet; tender. 
ROME BEAUTY (November 
to May) — Excellent for baking 
whole as it holds its shape well 
when cooked: 
also good for 
general cooking: red mingled 
with yellow to solid red; large 
to extra large; mildly tart.

Chester Arnold's 


Dynamic Exhibit

Young Chester Arnold, al­ 
though still a student at College 
of Marin, is 19 going on 90. 
Last year he was given a 
purchase award in the College’s 
Annual Student Exhibit for his 
painting of a pair of grinning 
skeletons shown as a bridal 
couple The title of the painting 
was “ Till Death Do Us Part’’. 


Currently, his bold, evocative 
paintings in the Gallery of the 
Mill Valley Library are filled 
with penetrating ideas about 
himself, his friends, his envi­ 
ronment. and some of the 
greats in art and literature, 
whom he admires and who 
have influenced him. 


Having spent the most forma­ 
tive years of his childhood — 
age 5 to 17 — in Germany, with 
only a one-year interval return 
to this country, he has become 
seeped in the heady juices of 
German Expressionism, espe­ 
cially that of Oskar Kokoschka, 
whose concern with inner vision 
is young Arnold s own personal 
guideline. 
His work, however, is not 
always gruesome or internal­ 
ized. From the time he visited 
the museums in Germany, his 
main concert has been the dy­ 
namic quality and excitement 
of masses of color seen in flux 
and turbulence. Thus, “ House 
on Turney Street” and “ Back­ 
yard” appear to be sitting on 
an earthquake fault . . . but

Marin Symphony Captures The 


Strauss Spirit In 'Don Juan'

Sandor Salgo's and the Marin 
Symphony’s sizzling perform­ 
ance of Strauss's difficult sym­ 
phonic tone poem “ Don Juan” 
was the triumph of the orches­ 
tra's second concert in its 20th 
season last night at the Veter­ 
ans Memorial Building. 


The brilliantly orchestrated 
work tested all the resources of 
the musicians, who put heart 
and soul into their playing un­ 
der the inspiration of Salgo to 
such an extent that the music 
fairly conjured a vision of the 
Don's descent into the flames of 
hell 


All choirs of instruments de­ 
served their full share of credit 
for this glittering finale of the 
evening, hut the cellos in par­ 
ticular were to be commended 
for negotiating admirably some 
of the most difficult passages 
for these instruments in sym­ 
phonic literature.

bly not popular with lovers of 
traditional music, but reception 
by the audience in general 
seemed enthusiastic. 
So rare are solo works for 
French horn that it was a 
privilege to hear the Mozart 
concerto played, for the most 
part beautifully by Sprung, who 
is principal hornist of the xMarin 
Symphony and an associate 
professor of music at California 
State College at Hayward. 


A great technical challenge, 
the piece requires enormous 
agility and a pure singing tone. 
Sprung’s notes in the fast pas­ 
sages. particularly trills in the 
first movement, were not al­ 
ways distinctly articulated, but 
in the last movement they were 
strong, true and precise, and he 
was especially successful in the 
middle romanza andante with 
long sustained, singing tones of 
silvery quality. 
The opening Schumann w’as 
somewhat disappointing, 
though it had moments of 
charm in the scherzo and exhil­ 
aration in the antique music for 
horns and trombones in the 
fourth movement. Somehow the 
spirit of total involvement was 
missing in the overall perform­ 
ance.

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Dietz Disturbed 
By Trade Talk 


PHOENIX — Dick Dietz is disturbed, not by the 
repeated rumors that the Giants are trying to 
trade him. but because he just doesn't know 
what's going on. 
“ Nobody has said anything to 
mo,” said Dietz. “ That's what 
disturbs me. I was surprised by 
the report out of the major 
league winter meetings that I 
was on the trading block. I 
guess any ball player is sur­ 
prised the first time he learns 
his team is thinking about trad­ 
ing him. 
“ BUT I WASN’T really dis­ 
turbed by the winter report. 
After all, we’re all pros and 
we’re in a business where 
trades are part of the game. 
However, it is disturbing that 
the trade talk concerning me 
still persists. If they’re plan­ 
ning to deal me I wish they’d do 
it so I can get acquainted with 
tne new’ teammates before the 
new season starts. 
“ If the Giants don’t trade me, 
I know they are not going to let 
me sit on the bench. I'm still 
their No. 1 catcher.” 
The Giants were disappointed 
by a late season letdown of 
Dietz* bat that dipped during 
the stretch run for the National 
League pennant and was an 
impotent .067 (l-for-15 without 
an RBI) during the playoffs 
against the Pirates. 
“ I WASN’T DISAPPOINTED 
by the season I had last year,” 
said Dietz. “ I was tied with 
Bobby Bonds in game-winning 
hits (10), second in home runs 
\ (10) behind Bonds 33), second in 
KBis (72) behind Bonds (102). 
“ Sure, I’d have liked to hit 
.300 again as I did in 1970. But 
you can t hit .300 every year. 
We didn’t have a .300 hitter on 
the club last season. Maybe my 
.252 of last year doesnt’ look too 
good standing by itself but I 
made the most if it.” 
Was Dietz hurting physically 
during the last two months of 
the 1971 campaign? Everyone 


knew that a fast ball Jack 
Billingham bounced off his 
scalp in the Astrodome Sept. 21 
kept him out of action for three 
games after which he came 
back and belted a grand slam 
home run to win a very impor­ 
tant game against the Reds in 
Cincinnati. 
BUT PRIOR to that beaning 
incident w'as there any other 
physical hurt? 
“ Pm not making excuses but 
I played the last month and a 
half with a sprained ankle,” 
said Dietz. “ I taped it every 
day.” 
Dietz doesn’t plan going to 
Charlie Fox and asking the 
manager to clarify his present 
status. 
“ All I can properly do is 
wait,” he said. “ Meanwhile, 
I ’m going to give the job every­ 
thing I’ve got.” 
LAST SPRING there was a 
W’arm and relaxed relationship 
between Dietz and Fox, an old 
catcher himself. When Dietz 
arrived in camp last year he 
found a new catcher’s mitt in 
his locker. Fox had personally 
broken it in during the winter 
and put it in Dietz’ locker. Dietz 
chuckled when he saw it. 
“ Maybe it will help me cut 
down on my passed balls,” said 
Dietz who isn’t overly sensitive 
or unrealistic about his some­ 
times erratic glove work.

Docking Tips 
For Beginners 


There are two conditions in boating (both power 
and sail) where the beginner often makes a 
serious misjudgment. One is the realization of 
how much less effect the rudder has as speed 
decreases; and the other is a failure to judge 
speed correctly after traveling along at a good 
clip for a long period. 


If you see a novice bang his 
boat into a dock it's usually 
because of one of these short­ 
comings. In the process of 
docking either m isjudgm ent 
can be expensive. But there’s a 
way to avoid trouble — and it's 
very simple: Just stop your 
boat completely. Let it sit quiet­ 
ly for 10 seconds a few boat- 
lengths away from the dock, 
then sta rt your docking or 
mooring procedure as an en­ 
tirely separate and independent 
action. 
While you are stopped you 
can observe the natural influ­ 
ences that will affect your ap­ 
proach — such things as wind, 
current and wave action. Try to 
come into your berth against 
the strongest of these forces — 
this will give you better control. 
The most common and costly 
mistake in docking is coming in 
too fast. It’s very easy to mis­ 
judge speed after you’ve been 
zipping along in a fast boat at 
30 mph. When you slow for the 
approach, 15 mph feels like 5. 
And the boat which answered 
smartly to the wheel or helm at 
top speed is a sluggish log at 
idle, yet your reflexes are still 
geared for the good control you 
had at higher speeds. 
Here are some questions on 
this topic I’ve been asked. 


Q. Is there a “best” angle 
at which to approach a dock? 
A. An angle between 15 and 
30 degrees is best. Any angle 
greater than 30 degrees means 
that you have to swing the stern 
sharply to lie parallel to the 
dockside. The chance of mis­ 
judgment increases, and if the 
stern swings too much it will hit 
and there is sure to be damage.

Q. What’s the best way to 
pick up a mooring under sail? 
A . Approach the mooring 
from down wind on a track 
which would put the mooring a 
boat’s length to windward if 
you were to go right past it. On 
the approach, lower and secure 
the jib. When you reach the 
point where the mooring is a 
boat length to windward, turn 
into the wind. Momentum will 
carry the boat up to the pick-up 
buoy. Secure the» mooring, then 
lower the mainsail. 


<). I’m getting a houseboat. 
I'm told 1 have to learn dock­ 
ing procedures all over again. 
Why? 


A . Houseboats handle just 
like any other powered craft 
when being docked — if there's 
no wind. But with even a little 
bit of wind the high sides of a 
houseboat act like sails. Take 
very great care if coming 
downwind tow ards a dock. 
Many a houseboat has been 
damaged by swinging broad­ 
side to the wind and coming up 
to the wharf or pier with a 
crunch. 
Q. On inboards, how do you 
swing the stern without mov­ 
ing the boat? 
\. This is a good maneuver to 
learn. Some boaters have devel­ 
oped the skill to a great degree. 
On 
single screw boats with 
right hand engines (turning the 
prop clockwise viewed from be­ 
hind i the prop tends to throw 
the stern of the boat to star­ 
board (right) in forward gear 
and to port (left) in reverse. The 
skillful operator just gives the 
engine a short, sharp burst of 
power. The stern swings, but 
the boat, because of it’s inertia, 
doesn’t move. Try it.

Plane Due 
To Return 


MIAMI (UPIV—A pilot and 
mechanic were shot and seri­ 
ously wounded Tuesday when 
two men armed with pistols and 
a sawed-off shotgun hijacked a 
Bimini-bound seaplane and or­ 
dered an unharmed pilot to fly 
them and five passengers to 
Cuba. 
The plane is due back in 
Miami from Havana today. 
Pilot James Corthron, 49, of 
Homestead. Fla. and mechanic 
Douglas MacKenzie. 48, both 
underwent surgery Tuesday 
night for bullet wounds re­ 
ceived in the incident. Both are 
reported in “ fair” condition. 
The two hijackers whose 
identities the FBI refused to 
release, arrived at the airport 
in a taxi and ordered Corthron 
to fly them to a “ foreign coun­ 
try.’*’ 
According to Harry Davis of 
Bimini, a passenger on the 
flight. Corthron was told by one 
of the gunmen “ You better 
start it or I’ll kill you.” after he 
cut the engines of the plane and 
wouldn't budge. 
Davis reported that Corthron 
answered “ I ’m not moving, go 
ahead and shoot me.” which 
one gunman did, firing into his 
arms and legs. 
Corthron either jumped or 
was pushed out of the plane, 
and Bob Wallis, 24, a pilot from 
I/exington, Mass. who had been 
flying amphibious planes for 
only a few months was ordered 
to fly to Cuba. 
MacKenzie was shot before 
he squeezed off a round from 
his own gun, which he grabbed 
from his car. 
Two helicopters, one filled 
with FBI agents, and two Air 
Force jets chased the plane, but 
there was no attempt to force it 
down.

¡HOW TO KEEP WELL

A Skin Disease That Affects 
Youth During Spring, Autumn 


Pityriasis rosea is a skin disease that 
affects younger individuals, especially in 
spring or autumn. Old-timers found it to be 
more common when there was an early thaw 
and less frequent when freezing persisted. 
it begins with a single blemish, known as 
the herald or mother patch. The salmon- 
colored pimplelike lesion fans out, the center 
clears leaving a halo of red. Soon the center 
is covered with delicate scales that adhere to 
the surface. If the spot is compressed be­ 
tween the thumb and index 
----------------- 
lin g er, 
it 
crinkles 
like 
a 
crumbled cigaret paper. 
UP TO THIS point, the victim 
is not concerned. However, the 
situation changes during the 
next week, when patches simi­ 
lar to the first one suddenly 
appear all over the body. The 
salmon-colored flaky rash is 
most noticeable on the trunk; 
the face and the skin below the 
elbows and knees usually are 
spared. Another characteristic 
feature is that the long axis of 
the oval lesions seem to follow 
the lines of cleavage (folds). 
The patches may also coalesce. 
Occasionally, the plaques re­ 
main small and fail to clear in 
the center. Slight itching may 
.occur. Many of the victims also 
complain of slight fever, fa­ 
tigue, sore throat, and head­ 
ache. Thelands in the neck, 
arnftpit, and groin enlarge. 
THESE SYMPTOMS suggest 
that pityriasis rosea may be a 
mild viral infection which is 
neither contagious nor serious. 
Perhaps the invader entered at 
the site of the herald patch. The 
invaders then multiply suffi­ 
ciently to attack the remainder 
of the epidermis. 
Pityriasis rosea Is fever fatal 
and cure occurs within six 
weeks. Exposure to ultraviolet 
rays hastens the disappearance 
of the rash provided the parts 
are exposed to the point of 
redness. Seven days later the 
scales drop off and the eruption 
departs.
